In response to the official action (election of species requirement) dated July 22, 
2005, the applicants hereby, 

(i) elect methylcellulose as a species of cellulose ether - all claims 1-34 and 43-78 
read on the elected species; 

(ii) elect polyoxyethylene surfactants as a species of non-ionic surfactant, and 
polyoxyethyleneXa]cohQl_ethoxyJates) as-an ultimate- species -.--claims 1-6,-9-34,43-49, and- - 
52-78 read on the elected species of non-ionic surfactant, and claims 1-6, 1 1-30, 43-49, 54- 
73, and 78 read on the ultimate species; 

(iii) elect, with traverse, zinc as a species of cation - all claims 1-34 and 43-78 read 
on the elected species; and 

(iv) elect, with traverse, heat-labile toxin of E. coli as a species of adjuvant - all 
claims 1-34 and 43-78 read on the elected species.

The election of species requirement as to (iii) cation is traversed, as the claim recites 
performing the crosslinking step 6k with at least two cations" selected from the recited group. 
It is respectfully submitted that there can be no serious burden on the examiner in search and 
examination of the entire claim, because selection of one species still requires consideration 
of each of the other cations by virtue of the claim's recitation of "at least two cations" 
selected from the recited group. Therefore, the applicant respectfully requests that the 
election of species requirement as to (iii) cation be withdrawn upon reconsideration. 

The election of species requirement as to (iv) adjuvant is traversed, on the basis that 
the members of the Markush group are sufficiently few in number and/or so closely related 
that a search and examination of the entire claims can be made without serious burden. 
Therefore, the applicant respectfully requests that the election of species requirement as to 
(iv) adjuvant be withdrawn upon reconsideration.
